I have  fourteen  high  spots  that 
I have  been  turning  around  in  my  mind.  I have  been  thinking  of 

1.  The  Crafts  Shop  which  was  the  scene  of  ever  increasing  activity  during  the 
last  few  days  of  camp.  The  additional  orders  of  leather  strips  were  consumed 
in  the  span  of  a few  days.  Quite  a few  boys  turned  in  models  for  the  miniature 
Totem  Pole  Contest.  Steve  Zetterberg,  Jim  Orwig  and  Lewis  Hardy  were  the  re- 
spective winners.  Brush-making  was  introduced  and  quite  a few  clothes  and 
novelty  brushes  were  turned  out. 


2.  Along  the  line  of  birchbark-craft,  lots  of  the  boys  and  leaders  were  busy 
making  post-cards,  picture  frames,  letter  boxes,  etc.  We  look  forward  to  great- 
er participation  in  this  interesting  craft  next  year.  Campcraft,  which  was 
also  under  the  supervision  of  Webby,  included  the  construction  of  a lean-to, 
the  cooking  of  meals  out  in  the  open  and  some  general  hike  first  aid.
